The. Lesson. 


No resignations were offered yesterday 
in Dail Eireann, No vote of censure was 
passed upon the Government, although 
some aspects of its policy’ were criticised 
shrewdly by Mr. Thomas Johnson and 
other speakers. It was revealed that no 
member of any party wished to embark 
on the rash adventure of a general elec- 
tion. In @ word, a national crisis has 
been averted, and the country will welcome 
the news with profound relief. Its one 
desire now is that the mistakes of the 
recent past shall not be repeated, and 
that those possibilities of danger of which 
yesterday's debate afforded lurid glimpses 
shall be eliminated without delay. The only 
answer to Mr. Johnson’s- indictment of 
the Government for its long tolerance of 
disaffection in the Army and its rather 
disingenuous treatment of the Dail is the 
fact that the circumstances were wholly 
abnormal and exceedingly difficult. . The 
same excuse may be offered for the late 
Army Council’s disobedience of Executive 
instructions and for Mr, McGrath’s 
irregular intervention on behalf of the 
mutinous officers. The redeeming feature 
of the matter is that all—Govérnment, ex- 
Ministers: and deputies—had the State's 
welfare sincerely at heart. If, amid such 
confusions and alarms, there had been ro 
misunderstandings, the fact would have 
been almost a miracle. It is essential, 
however, that these misunderstandings 
shall not be permitted to hold the field 
and to distract attention from the urgent 
task of-reform. The immediate need’ is 
that the Army shall be put on a safe 
and constitutional basis, The present 
position is that it has been purged of its 
chief elements of disaffection—some one 
hundted officers—and that, by General 
O'Duffy's testimony, the main body is 
sound, We agree with Mr, Kevin 
C’Higgins that, in the entirely unprece- 
dented circumstances, it is a more im- 
portant thing that the .mutineers have 
gone than that they should be punished 
for the order of their going. To-day

final and irrevocable. One hesitates to 
believe that M. Poincaré really has deter- 
mined to resign, more especially as the 
immediate cause of his deleat in the 
Chamber was a comparatively trivial 
affair, He is the last of the “ war states- 
men ' who remains in power, Of the men 
over whose deliberations he presided on 
that bleak January day when the Peace 
Conference opened at Paris, President 
Wilson, Mr, Bonar Law, and, Baron 
Sénnino are dead; M. Clémenceau is in 
retirement, and Messrs, Lloyd George and 
Orlando are in the political wilderness. 
Now M. Poincaré is to go too. The man 
who has been virtual dictator of Europe 
for the past two years has lost the con- 
fidence of his former supporters. It 
would be very foolish to assume, however, 
that M. Poincaré’s defeat in the Chamber 
is likely to bring about a radical change 
in the foreign policy of the Republic. We 
understand that M. Barthou will be asked 
by the President to form a Ministry, and 
in all essential matters he is a strong 
supporter of the Poincaré school. 
Nevertheless, the resignation of M. 
Poincaré is bound to have far-reaching 
effects. In France party government is 
almost unknown, and the Premier of 
the moment is virtually a dictator. 
Although the policy of the French Govern- 
ment during the past two years has had 
the whole-hearted support of the people, 
M. Poincaré has been the driving force. By 
sheer weight of personality he succeeded 
i» over-riding the . strong objections 
of Mr. Bonar Law and Mr. Baldwin to 
his Ruhr policy. He was oblivious of 
foreign opinion, and simply went straight 
ahead, looking neither to the right 
nor to the left for sympathy or disap- 
proval. Will his successor be able to 
oppose his will to British and Italian 
policy in the same way? There. is 
only one other man in France to-day who 
could hope to fill the shoes of Raymond 
Poincaré ; but Georges Clemenceau is too 
old. The probability is that, if M. Poin- 
caré refuses to form a new Cabinet, the task 
will fall to the lot of one or other of the 
mediocrities with whom French politics 
teems, and a period of experiment wil] be 
entered. In that event Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald will have a great opportunity, M. 


Poincaré has commiitted himself so often | 


and so deeply to a certain\ line of policy 
that the slightest deviation has become 
impossible. No other French statesman 
will be so rigid in his views. 

For the moment Britain 's attitude must 
be extremely cautious. Last week pre- 
liminary negotiations were started by Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald and the Comte de 
St.. Anlaire, but obviously no further 
progress can be made until the political 
crisis in Paris has been solved. The British 
people are not anxious that M, Poincaré 
shall remain at the head of affairs. He has 
stood in the way of their foreign policy 
for over two years. He was responsible 
directly for the Ruhr adventure and in- 
directly for the fiasco of the buffer State in 
the Bavarian Palatinate. If a new man 
takes office, the whole situation is likely 
to undergo a change. M. Poincaré’s suc- 
cessor may be just as determined as him- 
self to bring the Germans. to book and 
to retain the French grip on the occupied 
territory on the Rhine; but he hardly 
will be in a position to pursue his pre- 
decessor’s ruthless campaign against 
British interests. On the contrary, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald may be able to con- 
vince him that the interests of Europe and 
the world are more important than those 
of either France or Britain, and it is even 
possible that, as a result of a frank inter- 
change of opinions, a new ententé may be 
born.

large. He put to the Minister of Labour an 
inquiry as to the activities in this country 
of the Third International, and, in ard 
to the present disputes, he feared that t 
engaged in them had in their minds the hold- 
ing of the general public to ransom until 
they got their demands. The public, urged 
Mr. Bridgeman, ought to ‘be the arbiter in 
these disputes, and not the victim of them. 
Why not, he concluded, form a League of 
Industrial’ Peace on the lines of the League 
of Nations? 

Mr. Tom Shaw derided the suggestion that 
the Third International had any power or 
influence in this country. The real truth was 
that the recent disputes were not due to any 
sudden revolutionary movement, but had been 
brought to a healt after many months of 
fruitless negotiations. It was regrettable, 
but true, that industrial disputes in February 
alors had resulted in the loss of 699,000 
working days. The Government would use 
every means at their disposal to bring about 
agreement between employers and employed, 
but they could not undertake, without very 
good reason, to submit to the House legisla- 
tion which was calculated to interfere with 
the liberty of the subject. . é 

Thomas Inskip was inclined to attribute 
the recrudescence of industrial disputes to the 
advent of a Socialist Government. 

The Marquis of Hartington, who has been 
returned to Parliament as a Conservative, had 
every sympathy with the men who were seek- 
ing a living wage. His was a maiden speech, 
and it was listened to from the Peers’ gallery 
by his father, the Duke of Devonshire. The 
noble lord suggested the promotion of a system 
of partnership and profit-sharing in industries. 

he housing problem was raised by Mr. N. 
Chamberlain. Mr. Wheatley, Minister of 
Health, replying to criticisms which had been 
put forward by members of the Opposition, 
denied that the attitude of the Labour Go- 
vernment had resulted in the damping down 
of the enthusiasm for house-building.

He said that they had 
been told in many quarters that Irish cattle 
were responsible for the disease in England, 
but the Ministry had maintained that no 
cattle had come into England from Ireland 
with the disease upon them. There seemed 
to him to be very clear evidence that the 
Irish cattle did not bring the disease, but 
contracted it in the course of transit in 
England. 

Lord Exmoor, in the Upper House, called 
attention to recent public pronouncements 
made by M. Zinoviev and others in Russia, 
and to their bearing on the forthcoming 
Anglo-Russian Conference in London. It 
was unusual to make the advancement of a 
further loan to Russia a condition of the 
restoration of stolen property by the Soviet 
Government.

It would be difficult to find 
people who would now suggest that the 
outrage was in any way connected with 
the Free State or its Army. This feeling 
is due almost entirely to the frank and 
sympathetic attitude of the Free State 
Ministers. 

The Transport Strike. 


The fransport strike is becoming more 
serious; for the decision of the tube rail- 
way men to leave work on F riday will 
tend utterly to disorganise the business 
of London. The Government has had to 
recognise this possibility, and, yielding 
to the force of circumstances, has set up 
the emergency committee which is to meet 
at once. This committee is one which can 
be empowered to act in any national 
emergency, and its constitution is part of 
the Emergency Powers Act. It will have 
power to make recommendations of a most 
far-reaching kind, which may be carried 
out by Order in Council. 


A Coming Crisis. 


It was evident this afternoon that nerves 
in the House of Commons are getting 
rather frayed over the Labour situation. 
If the transport strike continues, with the 
addition of the tube railwaymen and, 

ossibly, the electricians, the situation of 
conden will become dangerous. It will 
also be dangerous for the Government ; 
for the Cabinet cannot abrogate its govern- 
ing functions and simply let matters take 
their own course. It will have to choose 
definitely between the public and the trade 
union leaders. Every day sees the former 
growing more angry and the latter 
assuming greater dominance. Leaders in 
the Labour Party have been appealing to 
those concerned in the strikes to make 
things as easy as possible for the Govern- 
ment, but at present the extremists are 
having their own way and advice is un- 
heeded. These facts point to a serious 
crisis before many days are past. 
The Traffic Bill. 

In its main outline the London Traffic 
Bill, the terms of which became known 
to-day, follows the recommendations oi 
the scheme prepared by the Minister of 
Transport last year. When in opposition 
the Labour Party subjected the scheme 
to considerable criticism, but the Labour 
Government has been compelled by force 
.of circumstances to adopt a measure pre- 
pared by a Conservative Minister. lt 
remains to be seen whether the rank and 
file of the party will follow the change of 
mind of their leaders. The powers of the 
Ministry of Transport are to be strength- 
ened greatly, and an advisory body is to 
be set up, consisting of representatives ot 
various municipalities of the administra- 
tive County of London and Middlesex 
and parts of Kent, Surrey, Essex, Bucks, 
Herts and Bérks, and of the police, the 
Ministry of Transport, the owners of the 
transport systems and the men employed. 
alti 

All the duties now carried out by 
various municipalities and Scotland Yard 
with ard to the licensing and equip- 
ment a vehicles and the routes and 
general. working conditions will devolve 
upon the committee, to be known as the 
London and Home Counties Advisory 
Committee, whose recommendations will 
be acted upon by the Ministry of Trans- 
port. The measure would have been quite 
suitable. fcr the purpose of co-ordinating 
the control of London traffic at the time 
when it was drafted last year, but the 
situation has become more involved by the 
present strike. The main cause, of the 
dispute is the difference in the wages of 
the employés of the omnibus compames 
and the tramway workers. The situation 
is a condemnation of the form of muni- 
cipal Socialism represented by the tram- 
ways. The action taken by the Govern- 
ment shows that Socialism has no solution 
of its own for the problem, any more than 
it has a remedy for the unemployment 
problem or the housing shortage. 


Trish Prisoners. - 


Mr. Lansbury has taken up the case of 
the Irish political prisoners, probably 
because it has been stated for the Govern- 
ment that nobody seemed to care about 
them. To-morrow he will ask the Home 
Secretary how many there are in prison, 
how many have teen convicted for offences 
committed in Ireland and how many fer 
offences committed in this country; and 
will he consider the advisability of asking 
His Majesty to grant an amnesty to these 
and all other political prisoners. He will 
ask the Secretary for Scotland a similar 
question.

From Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


There were two main themes in yester- 
day s debate in the. Dail on the Govern- 
ment and Army situation. One was the 
appeal from many quarters. that 
threatened resignations should be dropped. 
The other was the declaration by mem- 
bers of the Executive Council that they 
did not at any time authorise a promise 
of reinstatement to the officers who are 
accused of acts of indiscipline.

A great deal of the discussion was con- 
cerned with the history and the terms and 
implications of the documeat, which one 
member referred to laughingly as “ Docu- 
ment No. 4.” There was also further 
criticism of the course takcn by the 
Government in referring the matter to a 
party meeting and practically withdrawing 
it from the Dail. 

To this criticism Ministers did not 
reply very strongly; the reference to 4 
party meeting was defended only as a 


special ease, and acknowledgment - was 
made that it was a method to be avoided 
in future. | 

The position as regards resignations was 
not altered. Two or three members made 
reference to an ‘intention to resign, but 
they. did not declare a final decision, The 
Speaker had received no resignations up 
to the time of adjournment. 

Apart from words, the most striking 
thing in the day's proceedings was the 
appearance of surprise on the part of all 
the occupants on the Ministerial Bench 
that any statement seemed to be expected 
from the Government. When questions 
were over and the usual time for special 
announcements came, they all looked 
blank. President Cosgrave, on being 
pressed, promised a statement at 12.30, 
but when the time came al] he offered waz 
a report from General’ O’Duffy. He 
showed no sign of appreciating the fact 
that everybody was expecting a statement 
of the Government’s position with regard 
to the events of the past three weeks, and 
the charges made by Mr. McGrath in his 
week-end statement. 

Seen by an [Irish Times representative 
last night, Mr. Joseph McGrath said that 
the position in regard to the threatened 
resignations was unchanged. He had not 
resigned from the Dail, and, so far as he 
knew, no other deputies had resigned. 
Reminded that he had announced in the 
Dail yesterday afternoon that he pro- 
posed to resign last evening, Mr. McGrath 
said that he had added the proviso “un 
less something extraordinary happens,”’ 
but refused to commit himself any 
further.

TWELVE VICTIMS REMOVED

Dealing editorially with M. Poincaré’s 
resignation, The imes remarks:—It is 
posssbie tnat, after all, M. Poincare may not 
persiet in his resignation. Clearly his re- 
tirement on the very eve of the elections 
would. create a very difficult and confused 
sitwation in French politics. There is at the 
moment no obvious successor. M. Bart!.ou, 
whose name is always mentioned on such 
occasions,’ is President of the Reparation Com- 
mission, and it seems improbable that he 
would vacate that office, even for the Premier- 
ship, at the very moment when the reports of 
the Committees of Experts are being finall 
drafted. It is not surprising that 
Millerand, the President of the Republic, has 
mhir pe xe mrt to M. Poincaré the de- 
sirability of his undertaking the formation of 
a new Cabinet, The final anewer is to be 
given to-day, and it is not impossible that it 
may be in the affirmative. In such an event, 
M. Poincaré would have the opportunity of 
oe some of his less efficient and most 
obviously unpopular Ministers by others who 
might strengthen the Cabinet in the critical 


'élection- period that is now imminent. 


We have strongly criticised the foreign 
policy of M. Poincaré... We consider that 
the whole of his Rubr policy has very greatly 
delayed the establishment of peace in Europe, 
and while from certain points of view the 
occupation of the Ruhr was perhaps at least 
intelligible, it remains wholly unintelligible 
why, last .September, when the Germans 
stopped passive resistance, he should have 
theist aside a great opportunity of initiating 
international negotiations in most favourable 
ciréumstances. M. Poincaré has done great 
harm in: Europe, yet it must be recognised 
that he has secured for himself a position of 
exceptional authority in France. He is an 
extraordinarily difficult person to deal with, 
but there have been some indications lately 
that he- has begun to appreciate the necessity 
of a rather less rigid and more conciliatory 
attitude in international affairs. A very 
important. period of new international dis- 
cussions will shortly begin, and these dis- 
cussions will be complicated by electoral cam- 
paigns in Italy, France. and Germany. The 
present chances are that if during this period 
of harassing uncertainty M. Poincaré can be 
induced to accept some reasonable plan for a 
European settlement. his acceptance will be 
generally supported by French opinion.

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION

A conference of delegates representing 
fishermen from all parts of Ireland was held 
yesterday at the Dublin Mansion House for 
the purpose of forming the Irish National 
Fishermen's Association. The attendance in-

A letter was read from Mr. Thomas John- 
son, Chairman of the Irish Labour Party, 
oe inability to attend. Once the 
fishermen learned to act collectively and to 
speak unitedly and authoritatively with a 
single voice they would be heard, he declared. 
If the new organisation secured the hearty 
support of the fishermen of Ireland, and

| return for the trials, the labour, and the risk 
undergone by those who go down to the sea 
in fishing boats.”

LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
ADMINISTRATION, 


Senator Sir John Keane presided yesterday 
at the concluding session of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union Congress, held in the Molesworth Hall, 
Dublin. 

Resuming the discussion on Local Govern- 
ment — and administration, Mr. Wilson 
said t the Local Government difficulties 
could be removed if farmers polled 100 
cent. at the coming elections. He moved t 
farmers should be organised so as to secure 
that result. 

Colonel O’Callaghan Westropp said that the 
resolution did not go far enough. He had 
prevented a strike against the payment of 
tates in Co. Clare, and, as a result, the 
Farmers’ Union in that county had lost 
ground. The only way to do justice and 
clear up the mess was to put in a paid civil 
servant. Then they could put local govern- 
ment into the hands of properly elected re- 
presentatives the people. A strict limit 
should be placed on expenditure, and super- 
annuation, pensions and other matters should 
be revised periodically in proportion to the 
cost of living. 

Mr. O'Gorman (Cork) moved the addition 
of the words :—' And we ask that counties 
seriously in arrears with rates be administered 
wy Commissioners until such time as the 
arrears are cleared. 

Mr. Conor Hogan objected to the appoint- 
ment of paid Commissioners, because it was 
easier to get them in than to get them out. 

PAID COMMISSIONERS. 

Mr. Con. O'Neill (South Tipperary) sup- 
ported the suggested appointment of paid 
Commissioners. 

Mr. Baxter said that if a county was in a 
state which warranted the appointment of a 
Commissioner, the ratepayers should ask for 
one. 

Qn a card vote the resolution, with the 
amendment, was carried. 

Subsequently 11 was resolved, on the motion 
of Colonel O'Callaghan Westropp, seconded 
by air, W. J. Fahy, that i‘ was the opinion 
oi Congress that it was impossible in many 
counties in the Free State for the ratepayers 
to pay poor rates at anythin~ like the cur- 
rent figure. it was essential that the new 
Local Government Bill shall contain pro- 
visions imposing a limit on local expenditure 
(as was done in the Act of 1898 for road 
expenditure), having regard to the cost ‘of 
incal services in 1914, the increased cost of 
living, and the decreased ratepaying capacity 
-f the agricultural ratepayers. It was further 
demanded that the uil: should give the Ministry 
a widely extended power of surcharge, that 
unnecessary appointments made since May, 
1920, should he abolished without com. 
pensation, and that salaries, superannuations 
and pensions granted since that date should 
be legally capable of revision at triennial 


intervals. 
FISCAL POLICY. 


On subjects of fiscal policy and the political 
situation, with special reference to the 
Farmers’ Party and its policy, Mr. Gorey 
contended that the attitude of the Farmers’ 
Party in the Dail om the question of Pro- 
tection was correct. As to the political 
situation, they would in the future, as in the 
past, remain free from control by any other 
political party. Their ideals were that any 
Government that stood for order and stability 
would receive from them their whole-hearted 
support. 

Colonel Gibbon said that produce prices 
were settled for them on the other side in the 
world’s markets. Farmers only got what re- 
mained after handling and transit charges 
had been deducted. 

Mr. Heffernan declared that as things were 
they could not afford to support anything in 
the nature of Protection for agriculture, but 
it would be shortsighted on the farmers’ part 
to bind themselves for all time to a Free 


Trade policy. 
‘Mr. Wahy (Cork) said that they should have 
idence on the question of industries 


for Protection. They had not yet 
got evidence from the manufacturers or the 
men that they were taking steps to protect 
their own industries and to ensure their 
success. In the fertiliser industry, for 
example, there appeared to be undue 
profiteering owing to the different rates of 
wages prevailing. Artificial manures were 
Ss. per ton cheaper in the Six County Area 
than in the Free State. This was use 
men in the Derry factories were paid 13s. per 
week less than those in Dublin and Cork 
factories. 

Mr. Conor Hogan said that they did not 
want to bolster up inefficiency or slack busi- 
ness methods. The only advantage of Protec- 
tion would be that it would foster industries 
which would absorb the surplus population. 

Mr. O'Connell said that if they did not 
adopt Protection they should do something 


to stop profiteering. 
Mr. Heffernan moved, and Mr. Fahy 
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seconded :—‘* That Congress ratifies the fiscal 
policy adopted by the National Executive of 
the Farmers’ Union and the Farmers’ Party, 
being of opinion that in the present depressed 
condition of the agricultural industry, “0”

BARLEY. 

Mr. Conlon proposed and Mr. Hackett 
seconded an amendment to the effect that 
barley should be exempted from the present 
Free Trade policy. 

Mr. Wilson opposed the amendment, de- 
claring that the moment a tariff was put on 
gc the =e industry of the country 
woul be placed at a disadvantage, and the 
English brewer would be given an advantage 
over the home manufacturer. 

Mr. Doorly said that there was unfair com- 
petition, and the only way to compete against 
it was by a reasonable tariff or a remunerative 
price for barley. 

Mr. Heffernan said that they should beware 
of demanding Protection for one industry, if 
not for all. 

On a vote, the amendment wag lost and the 
original resolution carried. 

RENT ARREARS. 

At the afternoon session the question of 
land ‘purchase, with special reference to 
arrears and land for buildings, was taken up. 

Mr. Heskin (Waterford) moved that Con- 
gress endorse the resolution of the National 
Executive asking that compounded arrears of 
rent over and above one year’s compounded 
arrears payable under the 1923 Land Act be 
added to the purchase money, and that, if 
necessary, an amending Act should be intro- 
duced, 

Mr. P. Ryan (Clare) seconded the resolu- 
tion, which was carried. 

On the motion of Mr. Grant (Kildare), 
seconded by Mr, Lenihan (Cork), a resolution 
was passed recording eek ris of the con- 
tinued occupation of the College of Science by 
the Government, and appealing to the Govern- 
ment for the return of the College to its 
normal use.

100 OFFICERS INVOLVED. 


Munitions removed from two barracks in the 
Dublin Command had been returned, but a 
complete check had not yet been furnished. 
According to the latest information furnished 
to him, the total number of officers involved 
in the affair was something under 100. The 
number of resignations was somewhere about 
40, and the number of officers absenting them- 
selves about 50. The complete list had not 
yet been furnished to the Executive Council. 


THE LEITRIM MURDER. 


What had just happened in Leitrim with 
regard to the apprehending of a man named 
Keegan was evidence. of justification for the 
claim that normal conditions in the Army 
ruled down there. Few people in the country 
had given greater trouble than this man 
Keegan, and many attempts had been made 
to apprehend him. He deeply regretted the 
death of a young Officer in connection with 
his apprehension, 


NO QUEENSTOWN ARRESTS. 


“I have no further information with regard 
to the Cobh incident. The work of tracing 
and apprehending the perpetrators is going 
ahead, and quite a number of reports and 
information have been furnished. may say 
that there has been shown a general desire on 
the part of everybody to assist in tracing the 
peer of that very foul deed, but I 
lave nothing further to say with regard to 
any real success in that direction.” 


FOOLING THE HOUSE,

From Ovr Own CoRrRESPONDENT. 
HOLYHEAD, Wednesday. 

During a thick fog which prevailed in the 
Irish. Channel last night the steam trawler 
Hyacinth, of Milford Haven, sprang a Jeak 
and same, She was bound for the fishing 
grounds from Fleetwood, and carried a crew 
of eight. 

The skipper, Mr. G. W. Powell, a native 
of South Wales, gave me the following 
account of what happened :—‘‘ We left Fleet- 
wood yesterday morning, everything being 
well, but we quickly ran into a dense fog, 
and fifty miles west by south of the Lunt 
Lightship we sprang a leak. We got on with 
the pumps at once, but soon found that it 
would be useless, and decided to take to our 
boat.

night, and we had a very anxious time in our 
boat, in which we spent the night. 

“ Although we had our lamp lit. the fog 
was so thick that it was impossible for us to 
see any distance ahead. wind, for- 
tunately, was only “moderate, and had it, 
been much stronger, I shud to think of | 
the consequences, As it was, our boat began . 
to fill, but Providence eame to our rescue in 
the shape of the schooner Ellen Annie, which 
picked us up and brought us to Holyhead, 
where we arrived shortly after eight this 
tnorning. Our boag would have been swamped 
in another hour, We lost all our belong-

DUBLIN BUSINESS MEN’S 


COMPLAINT,

At the: forty-second annual meeting of the 
members of«the Dublin Mercantile Associa- 
tion last evening at the Dolphin Hotel, Essex 
street, . 

The President, Mr. Thomas H. Mason, said 
that the Association: had almost 1,500 mem- 
bers, and the Committee had noted with satis- 
faction the large. number of debts collected 
th its instrumentality in the West and 
South of Ireland, where twelve months ago 
the law, and’ even the post, had ceased to 
function. Leaving out of consideration the 
fact that debtors were unable to meet their 
accounts‘ by delay in payment of claims. by 
the Government, and by reason of losses 
incurred during troublesome times, it was to 
be feared that the commercial morality of the 
coutnry districts. was not what it should be, 
and that there was an unduly large proportion 
of people who did not pay their just debts, 
not because they wére unable, but because 
they were not. honest. For the enforcement 
of law and the return of more normal con- 
ditions, thé Association gave their thanks 
to the Government. 

Dealing with the question of the Municipal 
rates, the President said that a means should 
be ‘found to limit the practically unlimited 
power of diture if the elt was to 
prosper. @ sincerely hoped that Com- 
missioners would be appointed, and felt con- 
fident that if that was the case the burden 
which they suffered would be eased, 4nd pay- 
ments of accounts due to traders by the Cor- 
poration would-be made in a reasonable time. 

POST OFFICE CHARGES. 

Having dealt with taxation and its relation 
to the cost of living, the President spoke of 
the necessity of a cheap electric power to 


re industry and consequént employment. 


s regards post otlico charges, he asked how 
could the people at home compete with cross- 
Channel competitors in the mail order busi- 
ness, when: it cost 5Ú per cent. more. to send 
a patcel from Dublin to any part of the 
Free State than it cost their competitors in 
London to send a pacel to the same place, a 
journey of 200. miles longer. 

“We are handicapped,”’ said the President, 
“in our legitimate ead market by a fifty 
per cent. tariff on the carriage of our goods, 
and the.tariff is put on by our Irish Post- 
master-General in: favour of our English and 
Ulster competitors.” 

Continuing, he said that if. the Postmaster- 
General did not propose to reduce the postal 
charges ín the coming financial year, the busi- 
ness men of the ‘Free State should call on the 
FA da Pa te. ee a searching inquiry by 
inde t person 
and P taffing of the. Post Office. (Hear, 
hear). The same remarks in-a lesser degree 
applied to the telephone service. 

Mr. J.. C. M..Eason, in seconding the adop- 
tion of the:report, paid a tribute to the Secre- 
tary, Mr. A. R.. Chapman, and the officials 
of the Association for their efforts during 
the year. "
